Women Invade Founders 


| UNTOLD years Founders 
Hall has been sacred to men; 
no woman defiled its halls. Men 
students only occupied its rooms, 
and the privilege of ringing the 
Tower Bell was held inviolate to 
masculine hands. But these tradi- 
tions have not been safe in the face 
of current stress and change— 
women are invading Founders! 
Juniata’s largest enrollment of 
resident women students has filled 
Brumbaugh and Oneida. The over- 
flow is being housed, temporarily, 
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in Geiger House, which, however, 
is to be used as a faculty residence. 
When rooms on the third floor of 
Founders have been re-decorated 
and a doorway made to connect 
the halls of Brumbaugh and Foun- 
ders, the women will move in. The 
high enrollment of women is at- 
tributable to the fact that Juniata 
is the only Pennsylvania co-edu- 
cational college accredited by the 
Association of American Univer- 
sities, with entire facilities and 


faculty personnel available for 


civilian higher education. 


Not only will Founders be in- 
habited: by women, but also its bell 
is being tolled by a co-ed. Dorothy 
Owen, of Duncannon, has been 





initiated into the rite of ringing 
because of the manpower short- 
age on campus. With the ratio of 
men to women being one to three, 
it is necessary for women to take 
over jobs which, formerly, were 
delegated to men. Other instances 
are the post office and the book- 
store where all clerks are women 
students. 


The enrollment of sixty-five 
men, a larger number than had 
been ahticipated, may be ac- 
counted for by deferments for pre- 
ministerial, pre-medical, and pre- 
engineering courses. 


Alumni Objective 


HE STEADY GROWTH of the 

Juniata Alumni Fund is a rec- 
ord worthy of the interest of all 
Juniata alumni. In its three years 
of existence, it has increased from 
$7,524.88 to $10,505.00 to $13,044.00. 
Perhaps the explanation for this 
increase is the fact that within the 
three years two hundred addition- 
al alumni have become contribu- 
tors. The assistance which the 
college received from the Alumni 
Fund last year made possible the 
closing of the books on June 15 
without a deficit. This is signifi- 
cant since one hundred men left 
the campus in the second semester. 


The Alumni Fund, now well es- 
tablished, is a feature of real value 
to the college. At the present time 
three factors, arising from emer- 
gency conditions, account for the 
need of Alumni Fund assistance in 
meeting the current expenses of 
the college. Demands of the armed 
forces, as well as other influences 
of war-time society, continue to 
decrease enrollment. That. college 


- jncomes from endowment are suf- 


fering reduction is everywhere 
recognized. Concurrently, an ad- 
vance in expenditures for main- 
tenance is inevitable. Therefore, 
those who are responsible for the 
operation and management of the 
college have found in these fac- 
tors, curtailment of income from 
two sources and increasing main- 
tenance costs, sufficient reason to 
propose the raising of the Alumni 
Fund objective to $15,000. 


As a-consequence of Juniata’s 
greater need for financial assis- 
tance this year, the Alumni Fund 
will be supplemented by contribu- 
tions from friends, the Church of 
the Brethren, and the community 
of the Juniata valley. It will not 
be a highly organized, profession- 
ally sponsored campaign. Rather, 
the administration and alumni 
leaders have considered and for- 
mulated a promotional program 
which, it is hoped, will be even 
more effective than those of form- 
er years.

Juniatians in the Service

The remainder are 
located throughout the United 
States. Many are in specialized 
training programs in colleges and 
universities. All alumni are en- 
couraged to write to the Junia- 
tians in the service. The list of 
service men published elsewhere 
in this Bulletin includes only the 
names of people who have entered 
the service or whose military ad- 
dresses have changed since the 
publication of the last Bulletin.

Sports Review 


ROBABLY the most talked 

about changes in colleges 
brought about because of war 
conditions is the curtailment of 
intercollegiate athletics. Juniata 
has been fortunate until this year 
in being able to maintain a normal 
schedule of events. Now, with only 
sixty-five men on the campus, f»0t- 
ball at least has been shelved for 
the duration. Usually there are 35 
varsity lettermen to vie for top 
ranking positions in Juniata’s five 
major sports. This year there are 
only 6 returning Juniatians wear- 
ing the “J.” 

The only football letterman 
back on the campus is Hank Eisen- 
hart, who was recently given an 
honorable discharge from the 
army. In place of football, a very 
ambitious program of intramural 
games in touch football, soccer, 
and tennis has occupied the time 
of every man who is free on after- 
noons between 4:30 and 5:30. 

Basketball looks promising. 
Varsity men, Hank HEisenhart, 
Dick Wareham, and Gene Brum- 
baugh, were three big reasons why 
Juniata had a good season last 
year. Even in the best of years 
these men would be headliners on 
the varsity team. There is good 
prospect of substantial help from 
Floyd Eisenhart, Bill Hunt, 
George Bridenbaugh, Darvis Sava-

dow, Bill Maclay, Donovan 
Beachley and Richard Houpt. The 
last two are freshmen. Jack Oller 
will take over the coaching.

Erum- 
baugh, a freshman last year, who 
filled Eisenhart’s positions when 
he left, will probably be shifted to 
a forward post. He is a crack shot 
with either hand and a good ball 
receiver.

Calvert Ellis has given a great deal of time and effort 
to college problems. Spurred by the incentives 
which grow from talent and opportunity, he has 
quietly put his shoulders to the wheel of administra- 
tive responsibility. As chairman of the Curriculum 
Committee, secretary to the Board of Trustees, and 
as unofficial aide to the President, he has had a large 
share in Juniata’s progress. He worked patiently 
in the face of long discouragement to help the Col- 
lege win recognition by the highest accrediting as- 
sociation in American higher education. No one put 
more time and consideration into the plans and con- 
struction of Oller Hall. Dozens of details of financial 
and academic administration have constantly fallen 
to his care. Thus he has been able to study the com- 
plexities of college administration in a laboratory 
where he now becomes director-in-chief.

The College in 
1943 faces dark 
hours. Worries. are 
piling up on the new 
president’s desk 
with every new 
month of war and 
every added disrup- 
tion of civilian econ- 
omy. For the pres- 
ent at least, no aid is expected from military training 
units, which have been of great financial help to 


_ hundreds of other colleges. Enrollment continues to 


drop, costs rise, revenue falls off, faculty members 
leave to take up new duties. Meanwhile the college 
must go on serving the nation at war in every pos- 
sible way. It must also prepare for the strenuous 
years of demobilization and reconstruction which 
will follow the armistice. These are problems to 
weigh a strong man down unless he can have the 
help and loyalty of all who are associated with him 
in the interests of the college. 


The trustees were unanimous in their choice of 
Dr. Ellis. He can certainly count on the cordial sup- 
port of the students and of his staff in faculty and 
administration because they know his ability at first 
hand. Many alumni groups have heard Dr. Calvert 
Ellis in recent years as guest speaker at annual 


banquets, where he has made new friends among 


earlier graduates who did not know him on the 
campus. In ‘transferring their allegiance from 
Charles Calvert Ellis, President Emeritus, to Calvert 
N. Ellis, President, the alumni will find a leader who: 
deserves their wholehearted loyalty and support. 


Let us all help to print the new page in Juniata’s 
history in strong clear type for all to read in years
